1 . The amendment filed January 21, 2009 has been entered. 
Conclusion 

2. A declaration is an application paper, 37 CFR 1.52(b). 37 CFR 1. 52(a) (l)(iv) requires all 
application papers to be legibly written either by a typewriter or machine printer. The reasons the 
Office amended 37 CFR 1.52(a) to include this requirement are directly applicable to the 
identification required by 37 CFR 1.63(a)(2) and 37 CFR 1.63(a)(3). The Office seeks sufficient 
clarity and contrast between the paper and the writing thereon to permit electronic reproduction by 
use of digital imaging and optical character recognition. Applications containing hand-written papers 
create an inordinate administrative burden on the Office during the initial processing, examination, 
and publishing of the application as a patent. Therefore, the Office no longer permits applicants to 
submit application papers that do not meet the standards set forth in the rules. See 61 Federal 
Register 161 of 19 August 1996, page 42793.
